The sweetest town In the world Is 
Grasse, In the foothills back of Cannes 
on the French Riviera. 
All through 
the year Grasse la really one big bub­ 
bling caldron where are distilled gal 
Ions, barrels, hogsheads of perfumes. 
In the spring violets, roses and nar 
clssus form the principal ingredients, 
in the fall Jasmine and tuberose. 
All 
the flowers are grown In the open sun, 
except the violets, which, 
requiring 
shade, are hidden between rows 
of 
olive trees. 
The flower pickers of Grasae and 
the flower girls and flower women of 
the "Jeu de Ballon,” says the Lady’s 
Pictorial, form a far more picturesque 
element than the perfumemakers of 
the factories where the fragrance is 
distilled. 
Coiffed with great, flat, pan­ 
cake hats of plaited straw the flower 
pickers cannot fail to Impress one. 
With them are 
their 
helpers 
with 
square flower laden baskets on 
their 
backs 
and 
a 
smile— the traditional 
smile of southern Europe—on 
their 
faces. 
As for the process by which the per­ 
fumery of commerce Is made, it is as 
varied as the flowers which make up 
the Ingredients. 
Primarily the essen­ 
tial oil or otto of a flower is obtained 
only by distillation. 
The residue Is 
then mixed with clarified or refined 
pork fat by bolling in great copper 
kettles and being stirred constantly 
with a wooden pestle during the oper­ 
ation. 
It is this boiling down with fat that 
gathers the perfume to itself. 
The 
im per mea ted grease is then churned 
up with refined alcohol In another cal­ 
dron until all, or nearly all, the per­ 
fume ha* passed Into the spirt. 
The fat remaining, with a 
slight 
impregnation still left to it, is made 
into soap, a by-product which is no in­ 
considerable factor in the turnover of 
the establishment, though often enough 
this left-over product is simply sold to 
another concern whose business it Is 
to work it up Into toilet soap and sell 
it under more or less poetic name#. 
A more primitive method of making 
perfume is that which was In use at 
the beginning 
of 
the 
industry 
at 
Grasse. 
This method prescribes that 
coarse linen or cotton cloth should be 
first Impregnated with the finest olive 
oil, then stretched on a gauze wire 
frame. 
Upon this cloth are placed thin lay 
ers 
of 
flowers, 
the 
layers 
being 
changed many times until the oil-im 
pregnatcd cloth has absorbed a satu 
rated solution of oil and perfume. This 
cloth and its precious burden are aft 
erward treated with an alcohol bath 
which in turn separates the perfume 
from the oil. 
Another method for extracting the 
perfumes from the flowers is that of 
entourage. 
By this means the most 
delicate of essences are yielded indl 
red ly by being allowed to filter slow­ 
ly from the crushed blososm* through 
a quarter-inch layer of 
cold 
fat in 
shallow glass pans. 
From twelve to 
seventy-two hours is required for the 
entourage, depending upon the varie­ 
ties of blossoms and the season of the 
year. 
By calculated experiment and by ac­ 
cident as well many curious truths 
have been brought to light concerning 
the art of the perfumer. 
White blos­ 
soms have been found to yield the 
most fragrance, with those of yellow 
and orange tints at the bottom of the 
list. 
A strong light 
decreases 
the 
odor of perfumes, though this may be 
accounted for by the fact 
that 
the 
sense of smell is stronger when that 
of sight is enfeebled. 
It Is a curious fact that the ethereal 
extract of any flower resembles the 
perfume of that flower very little. The 
odor peculiar to the rose and jonquil 
is a combination of ethereal essences 
which is only arrived at by a long and 
tedious process. 
Nearly every odor requires a differ­ 
ent process to bring out its full value 
Lilies, strangely enough, give out an 
odor resembling that of the rose, w’hile 
Hie rose and the orange flower (He­ 
ron) each yield quite a different per­ 
fume from that naturally looked for 
and the scent of any and all blossoms 
except the jasmine can be fabricated 
by the scientific combination of the 
ottos of many different flowers. 
It la comparatively recently that a 
real violet perfume has been made. 
The so called violet perfume of a gen­ 
eration ago scarcely 
resembled 
the 
natural odor of the flower, though It 
was actually prepared from it. 
The 
odor of the violet exists in lnflnitesi-

" 'Mills, the im portant thing for you 
in this m atter is to ascertain whether 
you are paid all that you are worth;

But 
first of all. let us see lf you can make 
yourself w'orth any more, whether von 
are paid it or not. 
If you can. you 
had better stick, and look for your 
raise at the first opportunity.’

agreed, and I went ahead wih my 
plan. 
“First. I told him for thirty days to 
put his mind on one thing: 
To de­ 
vise some method whereby his house 
could sell at least one hundred dollars* 
worth more of goods. 
It m ust be a 
practicable plan, and should be pre­

employe 
would present such a m atter to his 
superior.

He has to 
solve all these problems. 
You 
and 
fifty others in your establishment ar© 
lust sitting on the top of his head. 
like so many dead weights. 
If th© 
business prospers, you expect a raise 
of salary, when it Is his head-work 
that has gained every inch of prog­ 
ress. He has to carry yon all.’ 
'Th© young man went off. sadder 
and wiser than he came. 
For 
five 
years thereafter, in which T was ahi© 
to follow his course, he held the same 
place and at the same salary.”

I he dockyard at l’ourtsmouth, England, affords em ploym ent for 8,000 
to 8.5(H) men, who are to be seen stream ing in arm ies in and out of the 
.'lain, Marlborough and ! n icofo gat en w hen the bell rings fur Hmm to begin 
or leave work, their w ages bill totaling $55,000 to $60,000 a week. 
The mod­ 
ern yard m ay be said to date from ISIS, when it w as determ ined to greatly 
eiil argo it and Introduce steam power. 
In 1864 it was still further en- 
larged, and now covers between 300 and 400 acres of ground with 
its 
basins, docks, building slips, factories, storehouses and workshops. 
Here 
we find draw ing offices, m achinery for punching, bending, cutting and shap­ 
ing steel plates, al! o f w hich ©iterations, thanks to the j vowers conferred by 
steam, hydraulics and elicit Jolty, they appear to carry out w ith no more 
difficulty than lf they had been dealing with butter or plasticine. 
In the 
large sm ithy, a huge brick building, there ar** no fewer than 120 fires ar­ 
ranged in a quadrangle, 
Of the enorm ous steam ham m ers invented by James Nab.myth— one of ~ 
which Is shown in the picture at work on a big forging— there are a full 
dozen, one at any rate w eigh in g no less than seven tons. 
Portsm outh yard 
I o asts as man}' as seventeen dry docks of various sizes and importance. 
One or two of these can take a Dreadnought and seven K ing Edwards or 
Nelsons. 
There are three large basins, known as the fitting, rigging and re­ 
pairing basins, and the sm aller steam basin. 
Tho largest of these is 1,000 
feet in length and the next sm aller 900 feet. 
Around tho basins are nu­ 
m erous sh ears and cranes for lifting guns, arm or plates, portions of en­ 
gines and other heavy m aterial In and out of the ships as they lie along­ 
side the basin walls. 
T hey are worked by hydraulic or steam power, and 
the largest pair of shears Is capable of raising a w eight of 160 tons. 
But 
we have by no m eans exhausted the tale of tho various establishm ents which 
have their habitat within the long encircling w alls of Portsm outh dock­ 
yard. 
Besides the workshops already enum erated there are the rope, m ast 
am! block-making houses, the boat building sheds, the stores of gun m ount­ 
ings, 
cables 
ami 
the 
long 
rows of ships* 
anchors 
form ing 
a 
perfect 
alleyw ay of iron. 
N either m ust tho coalyards be overlooked, with their 
m ountains of black diam onds surrounded by rows and rows of cranes and 
derricks foi filling sh ip s’ bunkers and railw ay trucks, 
Then there are the 
flue houses occupied by the commander-in chief and the admiral superintend­ 
ent. w ith their gardens and the terrace of houses In which other nnd lesser 
functionaries have their abode. 
Here, too, Is the establishm ent in which 
naval Hnd m arine officers spend m onths of study in varous war courses, 
dealing with the higher phases of naval strategy and tactics, and also the 
navigation school and the big fire station containing five steam engines, 
nine m anuals, two fire escapes and twenty five hose reels.
